In a speech prepared for delivery 
over the national network of: the 
Mutual Broadcasting System, Mr 
Wallace announced flatly and with- 
out qualification that he would be a 
candidate, running on a platform 
whose main planks would be “world 
peace’. and cconomic and social 
rights for the “common man.” 

With the backing of numerous
